lAT.  Chairman  and  Gentleraen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  social  conditions  of  your  area  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1959.  The  vital  statistics  of  the  population  have  shown  healthy 
trends  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  a fall  in  the  infant 
mortality  rate,  which  now  comes  to  a level  which  is  not  significantly 
different  from  the  national  average.  The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  also 
showed  a very  welcome  decline. 

Progress  in  the  field  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  continued,  and 
I think  the  people  of  Cudvjorth  can  bo  congratulated  on  the  level  of 
immunity  which  this  population  has  achieved. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  courtesy  and  many  kindnesses-  they  have 
shovjn,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  help  and  co-operation  and  the 
staff  of  the  divisional  health  office  for  their  loyal  support.

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estiraated  population  at  mid  1959  was  8,900 
as  com.pared  with  8,870  at  mid  1958.  The  natural  increase  of  population 
showing  the  increase  of  births  over  deaths  was  95  as  compared  with  74  in 
the  previous  year.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  showed  an  increase  of  lO  on  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  total  births,  102  were  institutional,  representing 
5^  of  the  total  births,  compared  with  549i  in  1958.  The  Registrar  General 
again  supplied  a comparability  factor  which  relates  the  proportion  of 
women  in  the  district  of  childbearing  ago  with  the  proportion  in  a standard 
population.  The  crude  birth  rate  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor 
gives  an  adjusted  rate  which  is  comparable  with  adjusted  birth  rates  in 
other  districts  and  vdth  the  birth  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  last  year  was  13.8  per  1,000 
estimated  population  as  coiupared  with  17.7  per  1,000  estiraated  population 
in  1958  and  with  16.5  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.

3 stillbirths  vjero  notified  last  year  as  compared  with  1 in  1958, 

The  stillbirth  rate  was  16.9  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  as 
compared  with  6.1  per  1,000  total  births  in  1958  and  with  2o.7  per  1,000 
total  births  for  England  and  Wales, 

Deaths 

The  adjusted  death  rate  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  raultiplied  by 
the  comparability  factor,  was  12,2  per  1,000  estimated  population  as 
compared  with  13,9  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  1953  and  ‘with  11.6 
per  1,000  estir.iated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  79 
deaths  araong  the  inhabitants  of  your  district  during  the  year  as  against 
90  in  the  previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of 
numerical  inportancc  were:  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  cancer  and 
respiratory  diseases.  Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and  the  causes 
and  ages  at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the  section  on 
vital  statistics. 

Infant  Hortality 

There  were  4 infant  deaths  in  your  district  last  year,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  23.0  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  vjith 
54.9  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  previous  year  and  ivith  22.0  per  1,000 
livcbirths  for  England  and  Wales.  This  is  a very  nsirked  iiuprovement  on 
the  previous  year,  but  is  to  some  extent  off-set  by  the  slight  rise  in  the 
stillbirth  rate. 

Peri-natal  Hortality 

The  peri-natal  mortality  figure  sho^jod  a substantial  drop  in  1959. 

The  peri -natal  mortality  ratio  is  the  number  of  stillbirths  plus  the 
number  of  deaths  occur ing  in  the  first  week  of  life  per  1,000  total  live 
and  stillbirths.  The  figures  for  1959  wore  22.6  as  compared  with  48.5 
in  the  previous  year.

Scarlet  Fever 

10  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  as  compared  with  5 in 
the  previous  year.  It  is  perhaps  worth  commenting  that  this  disease  has 
shown  a tendency  to  increase  in  recent  years,  although  it  is  always  spasmodic 
and  never  reaches  epidemic  proportions.  There  is  evidence  that  the  disease 
is  becoming  less  treatable  with  the  common  antibiotics. 

Measles 

195  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  v^ith  9 in  the  previous 

year. 

Smallpox 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  88  babies  wore 
vaccinated  last  yesir  as  compared  with  48  in  the  previous  year  and  this 
represents  51^  of  the  infant  population  as  compared  with  2&jo  in  the 
previous  year.  This  is  a very  welcome  increase  and  is  to  some  extent 
associated  with  the  use  of  Triple  Vaccine  for  l'.0iooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria, 
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TliberGTjlosis 


No  cases  of  .PuLmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  PuLraonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1959,  against  5 ^nd  1 respectively 
in  1958. 

The  co*~operc-tion  v/hich  has  al\/ays  existed  between  this  departnient 
and  the  Chest  Clinic  continued  happily  through  the  year.  The  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitors  attached  to  the  Chest  Physician  helped  to  maintain  an  even 
better  liaison  betvreen  the  two  department,  and  I feel  this  is  one  facet  of 
our  Work  in  Virhich  excellent  co-operation  exists  becv.'een  the  hospital  c.nd 
local  authority  services.

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  vjoro  notified  during  the  year.  There  was  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children  imraunised  against  the  disease. 
The  figures  show  that  of  all  the  children  in  the  age  group  0-15  years, 
83.29^  vjore  immunised.  When  those  figures  are  broken  dovm  it  shows 
55.6^  children  in  the  ago  group  0-4  years  and  96.6^»  in  the  ago  group 
5-14  years  protected. 

1 case  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
10  in  the  previous  year.  During  the  year  136  children  xvoro  immunised 
against  the  disease  which  represents  78.^  of  the  undcr-ono  population, 
as  compared  with  in  the  previous  year. 


Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  Immunisation 
against  the  disease  once  again  wont  ahead  very  satisfactorily  and  during 
the  year  479  children,  728  young  persons  and  178  expectant  mothers  wore 
immunised  with  two  doses.  This  brings  the  total  for  Cudworth  since  the 
beginning  of  the  scheme  to  3,037,  comprising  of  1,917  children,  794  young 
persons  and  326  expectant  mothers.  Of  this  grand  total  789  received  a 
third  dose  during  1959.

The  cases  involving  legal  proceedings  concerned  Nos,  6 and  8 prospect  Street 
and  No,  27  Market  S'creet,  In  each  case  Nuisance  Orders  were  made  by  the  magistrates 
requiring  abatement  of  nuisances  arising  from  disrepair  to  the  three  houses  named. 

DRATUAGE  AND  SKTHEbiGE. 

The  number  of  houses  and  premises  enjoying  the  use  of  the  public  sewerage 
system  is  97.^. 

The  ntimber  of  houses  having  satisfactory  private  drainage  is  very  nearljr 
lOC^.  One  farm  house  (bath  and  sink)  discharges  to  a nearby  stream  and 
during  the  year  the  Council  approached  the  ovmer  of  the  premises  ( the  National 
Coal  Board)  in  order  to  use  persuasion  to  provide  a small  sewage  treatment  plant 
( self-operating  septic  tank  and  filter  arrangement)  so  that  the  premises  could 
be  provided  V7ith  modern  amenities.  Although  the  Board  considered  the  suggestion 
sympathetically,  it  found  that  on  account  of  present-day  costs  and  that  only  one 
hereditament  would  be  concerned  to  benefit  it  was  not  practicable  to  proceed  v/ith 
the  Council's  suggested  improvement. 
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By  the  end  of  the  year  Nos,  1 and  3 Barnsley  Road  { Clearance  Area)  had  been 
vacated  resulting  in  the  abolition  of  two  unsatisfactory  drainage  systems 
(Discharging  to  a nearby  dyke), 

SAI-TITARY  ACCCTIIODATION. 

99.5/3  of  the  preniisos  within  the  Couj.icil*s  area  are  provided  with  water  closets 
on  the  cloan  water  carriage  syston.  So  far  as  can  be  ascortained  some  80  dwelling- 
houses  have  joint-user  accommodation,  but  none  are  of  a greater  proportion  than 
two  dwellinghousos  to  one  bJ.C.  By  la.tc  December  the  Council  cormiiencod  to  talce  steps 
in  requiring  owners  and  ovmor-occupiers  who  own  shared  W.C,  ■ a.coinmodation  to  provide 
separate  tt.c.’s.  There  rr-e  7 houses  in  Belle  Green  L--ne,  6 houses  in  Weetshhw 
Lane,  area,  6 houses  in  the  Storrs  !‘ill  area,  Storrs  Mill  Farm  and  Ring  F'^rm, 

Lower  Cudxflorth  whore  there  are  pail  closets,  chamical  closets  or  pri'vj^-middens. 

In  all  the  foregoing  instance  there  is  no  public  sewer  available, 

PUBLIC  CLEAliSING. 

During  1958  the  Public  Health  Inspector  suggested  that  the  Council  might 
consider  the  adoption  of  a dust-bin  maintenance  scheme  and  with  the  commencement 
of  the  financial  year  1959/60  the  scheme  was  brought  into  operation.  The  first 
project  was  to  rid  the  township,  xjherovor  it  was  possible  to  do  so,  of  a fairly 
large  number  of  dry  ash-pits  where  houses  were  provided  v;ith  water  closets  and 
an  annual  charge  of  5/-  is  made  against  each  house  or  preraisos  which  is  brought 
into  the  scheme  as  a result  of  this  action.  Further,  as  existing  dust  bins  w«ar 
out  owner-occupiers  ore  required  by  formal  notice  to  renev;  their  dust-bin  or  given 
on  opportunity  of  taking  part  in  the  ”5/-  annual  charge”  scheme,  whereby  the  Council 
will  maintain  the  dust  bin  in  good  condition  in  the  futuno.  Amongst  owner-occupiers 
the  scheme  has  met  vjith  a mixed  reception,  although  the  rent  paying  tenant  has 
received  the  scheme  without  one  instance  of  complaint. 

The  surveyor’s  department  has  continued  a twica-in-8-days  emptying  service  of 
dust  bins  during  the  year. 

Discussions  were  continued  on  the  desirability  of  commencing  a roguler  cess- 
pool emptying  service  in  the  areas  of  the  Council  where  cesspools  are  in  use  and 
toward  the  end  of  the  year  a now  heavy  duty  motor  vehicle  had  been  acquired  and  an 
instruction  had  been  given  for  equipping  it  with  suitable  mechanical  equipment 
for  the  purpose  intended. 

The  refuse  disposal  site  in  Uoetshaw  Lane  continues  to  bo  used  for  the 

depositing  of  the  township’s  output  of  refuse, 
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w;j:er  suk-ly 


The  CoiJncil  continues  to  acquire  it  *e  v/ater  supplies  from  the  Council  of 
the  County  Borough  of  Barnlsey;  it  is  distributed  through  the  v/ater  mains  of 
the  Cudwcrth  Urban  District  Council  and  all  the  2,8o8  dv/ellings  in  the  area 
of  Ciid\7orth  have  a piped  supply  of  ^7ater  carried  into  the  house.  Pour  sanples 
of  waxer  were  obtained  for  metallic  effect  at  the  request  of  xhe  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Healxh,  the  resul'^  being  "satisfactory”,  Tvto  samples  Mere  submitted 
fear  examination  at  the  request  of  tv7o  ratepayers  for  bacteriological  content  but 
xhe  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  at  County  Hall  gave  no  adverse  report 
on  the  samples, 

MILK  SUPILIES. 

The  area  continues  to  be  supplied  with  milk-in-glass  bottles  by  tv/o  milk 
distributors,  i.e,  Barnsley  British  Co-operative  Society  and  Northern  Dairies  Ltd, 
of  Barnsley  in  'chree  varieties,  ordinary  pasteurised,  tuberculin  tested  and 
sterilised.  In  addition  during  1959  there  Mere  l6  shop-keepers  licensed  by  the 
Council  xo  rexail  milk  supplies.  Each  licence  issued  expires  on  the  31st  December 
in  each  year.  It  is  regrettable  that  milk  supplies  continue  xo  be  supplied  to 
the  consumer  in  glass  bottles  and  orange  juice  in  like  manner  from  the  tv7o  milk 
distribuxors.  Waxed  paper  closed  containers  are  more  easily  disposed  of  V7hen 
erapxied  of  their  contents  than  ore  glass  containers, 

PREVENTigi  OF  Di>MAGE  BY  PISTS  ACT 

During  1959 ^ 29  complaints  v/ere  dealt  v/ith  relaxing  to  rodenx  infestations, 
all  of  them  i-ats.  Mice  infestations  are  usually  left  \7ith  the  occupiers  to 
deal  iTith  and  no  records  are  kept  of  the  free  issue  of  poison  baits  against 
mice,  although  if  any  house  holder  desires  the  services  of  the  rodenx  operator, 
it  is  provided  free  of  cost.  Of  the  29  complaints  (involving  37  visits) 
relating  xo  rats  7 of  the  complaints  v^rere dealt  vjlth  by  xhe  rodent  operaxor, 

Mr,  Making,  xhe  remaing  22  cases  being  dealt  with  by  xhe  occupiers  themselves 
v/ith  free  poison  baits.  No  case  handled  by  the  rodent  operator  or  by  xhe 
occupier  failed  to  give  the  desired  result,  although  like  all  wild  animal  life, 
one  cannox  destroy  xhe  scent  of  travelling  rodents.  Where  premises  receive 
inxerment  infestation  the  occupier  is  advised  xo  alw'ays  keep  baixing  points 
r:i:5)plied  permanently. 
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The  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  recoi.mondation  of  warfarin  poison  was 
used  throughout  tho  year,  except  at  the  refuse  disposal  sitcin  ITeetshavj  Lane, 
vjhero,  during  the  year  t;vo  largescale  baiting  efforts  were  effected  using 
1 cwt.  of  rusks  and  6 lbs.  zinc  phosphide  (again  the  suggestion  of  tho  officer 
visiting  tho  site  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry)  at  each  baiting,  distributed 
around  the  periphery  of  tho  tip. 

HOUSING  llkTTEBS 

The  nurabor  of  unfit  dvjellings  demolishod  during  1959  was  2.  There  wore 
9 displacement  of  families  from  clearance  areas  during  tho  year. 

The  number  of  houses  made  fit  as  a result  of  action  by  the  Coujicil,  all 
of  them  dealt  with  under  tho  Public  Health  Acts  vjas  73,  all  cf  them  owned  by 
rent -receiving  landlords. 

The  Council  dealt  satisfactorily  with  the  few  cases  ^vhich  parents  brought 
to  it’s  notice  where  children  of  both  sexes  sleeping  in  the  same  room  had 
attained  the  statutory  ago  of  10  years,  by  providing  housing  accommodation  on 
one  or  other  of  it’s  housing  estates.

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 


I have  compiled  a coraparative  table  oT  the  vital  statistics  for  each 
of  the  County  districts  comprising  Division  No,  25,  which  I feel  may  bo  of 
interest  to  each  separate  authority  in  assessing  how  they  stand  in  relation 
to  the  local  figures  generally. 


Births 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  divisional  area  in  1959  was 
1,307.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of  17,0  per  1,000.  There 
vjere  27  stillbirths,  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  20.2. 


Deaths 


The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area,  after  the  addition  and 
deduction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  736  giving  a crude  death  rate 
for  the  division  of  9,6.  You  will  notice  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower 
than  any  of  the  other  figures  given  for  individual  districts,  but  the  other 
figures  show  adjusted  rates.  Unfortunately,  no  adjusted  rate  is  available 
for  the  division. 


Infant  Mortality 


There  vjere  26  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  tho  year,  of  which 
14  occurred  in  the  nco-natal  period.  This  gives  cji  infant  mortality  rate 
for  the  division  of  19.9. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Statistics 

I give  a table  shov/ing  the  figures  for  vaccination  and  immunisation 
during  1959.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  in  six  of  the  seven  districts 
vaccination  against  Smallpox  has  risen  quite  sharply,  so  that  the  total  for 
the  Division  is  now  5c^j  as  compared  with  36^  during  the  previous  year.  In 
five  of  the  seven  districts  immunisation  against  Uhooping  Cough  has  shown  an 
improvement,  so  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  81.6^  of  the  under-one  population 
had  been  immunised,  compared  with  74^s  during  the  previous  year.  The  position 
with  regard  to  Diphtheria  i/iiraunisation  is  a very  complicated  one.  There  is 
an  overall  drop  of  in  the  total  imriiunisod  and  in  the  main  this  shows  an 
increase  in  the  pre-school  numbers  and  a corresponding  decrease  in  tho  school 
figures.  During  the  year  64^  of  the  under-one  population  were  immunised 
against  Tetanus. 

During  the  year  much  of  the  Department’s  time  was  again  taken  up  with 
both  first  and  second  doses  of  Poliomyelitis  vaccination,  and  separate  tables 
are  provided  showing  the  position  during  and  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Midwifery  and  Naternity  Services 


The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives  was  626,  and  during 
the  year  there  were  708  institutional  confinements.  These  figures  compare 
with  704  and  618  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  The  nuuaber  of  nevj  cases 
attending  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  division  was  600  and  the  total  number  of 
attendances  was  3,617.  Post-natal  attendances  were  273,  this  figure  shows  a 
slight  decline  compared  with  1958.

Ante-Natal  Clinic 


The  ante-natal  clinic  was  held  at  the  Old  People’s  Centre,  Sidcop 
Road,  Cudworth.  During  the  year  this  shovvod  a slight  decrease  in 
attendances  when  282  wonen  made  1,427  attendances,  compared  with  285 
women  vjho  made  1,511  attendances  in  1958. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic 

I'.ost  of  the  Infant  ’‘Jelfaro  Clinics  in  the  division  continued  to 
thrive,  and  1,345  new  cases  attended  under  tho  age  of  1 year.  The  total 
n\imbor  of  children  attending  local  health  authority  clinics  was  2,645. 

Your  local  clinic  at  tho  Old  People’s  Centre  continued  to  thrive. 
3,006  attendances  wore  made  by  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  and 
2,584  attendances  by  children  over  the  age  of  one  year,  compared  with 
3,543  and  2,257  respectively  in  1958. 

School  Health  Sorvico 

I an  pleased  to  report  that  tho  routine  work  of  school  medical 
inspection  showed  a substantial  increase  over  1958,  and  this  rate  of 
inspection  ¥;ould  probably  keep  things  on  an  even  keel,  but  unfortunately 
does  not  make  up  for  tho  back-log  of  tho  previous  years.  I arii  sorry  to 
say  that  I cannot  report  the  position  as  entirely  to  my  satisfaction.

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Health  Visit iiivC 


The  staffing  position  with  regard  to  health  visitors  remained 
relatively  unchanged  from  the  previous  year.  The  total  nuLiber  of  visits 
made  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  was  33,020,  of  vjhich  20,058 
were  made  to  pro-school  children.  6,707  visits  were  made  to  children 
\inder  the  ago  of  one  year. 

As  in  other  spheres,  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  took  up  a great  deal 
of  the  health  visitors’  tiiae  during  1959,  and  I feel  that  the  time  is  fast 
approaching  when  wo  must  consider  if  such  routine  work  could  not  be  done 
by  some  lessor  qualified  person.  It  is  not  generally  realised  that  the 
health  visitor  is  a qualified  nurse,  a qualified  midwife  and  a further 
post-graduate  certificate  in  health  visiting. 

Home  Nursing 

The  home  nurses  in  the  division  made  46,963  visits  last  year.  39,459 
of  these  being  to  medical  cases,  6,690  to  siirgical  cases  and  586  visits 
were  made  to  Tuberculosis  patients.  These  figumes  all  show  a decline 
compared  vjith  previous  years.  I xjould  not  like  this  to  convey  the 
impression  that  the  homo  nurses  are  under  cxiiploycd,  but  it  is  largely 
accounted  for  by  the  change  in  the  nature  of  their  work.  Previously, 
many  of  their  visits  were  accounted  for  as  visits  for  injection, 
particularly  of  antibiotics,  nowadays,  many  antibiotics  ore  given  quite 
satisfactorily  by  mouth,  and  do  not  require  the  visit  of  a home  nurse.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  nuiabor  of  aged  general  nursing  cases  has  increased,  and 
consequently  much  more  time  is  being  spent  per  case. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  continued  to  provide  a service  mainly  for  the 
elderly.  The  proportion  of  the  time  tendered  to  the  aged  of  65  years  and 
over  increased  slightly  to  91.^/o  of  the  total  hours  expended.  The  total 
number  of  Home  Help  cases  was  663,  and  these  cases  received  a total  of 
103,941  hours.  This  comperes  with  589  and  93,880  hours  respectively  in  the 
previous  year.  The  total  number  of  hours  rose  bj’‘  about  &-/b  in  1959.

Encouraged  by  tho  success  of  the  small

Unfortunately,  duo  to  tho  very  inclement  weather  conditions, 
attendance  v/as  affected,  although  approximately  200  visicod  the  Exhibition. 
One  of  the  main  features  xvas  a film  show  covering  Monte”..  IlMiess  and 
Mental  Deficiency.  I was  most  pleased  to  see  Mr,  Roy  :fason,  M.P., 

Mr.  E,  I'ainviright , M.P,  Dr,  J.  Loipor,  the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Dr,  Bruco,  Superintendent  of  Storthes  Hall,  and  also  the 
organised  parties  of  pre-nursing  students  fro.m  the  Local  Technical  College. 
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At  present  there  are  37  nental  defectives  in  the  Division  who  cj?e 
under  16  years  of  age,  an-d  I an  happy  to  report  that  28  ere  in  full-time 
attendance  at  Occupation  Centres;  and  of  the  renaindor  3,  duo  to  physical 
as  well  as  mental  disability,  aro  unable  to  be  catered  for  at  the  present 
time;  3 are  in  eiaplo3niient  and  3 aro  still  in  attondanco  at  ordinary  school 
and  will  bo  catered  for  at  the  beginning  of  I960. 

As  a result  of  the  opening  of  the  Occupation  Centre  at  High  Green  the 
5 mentally  handicapped  attending  the  Hombwcll  Occupation  Centro  wore 
withdraxm  in  NovC/iiber  and  the  ovorcrovjdod  position  was  alleviated.  There 
is  only  provision  for  27  at  the  TJonbvjoll  Centre,  and  nov;  thoro  are  26  in 
attendance,  but  the  remaining  vacancy  wall  be  talcen  at  the  coinniencement  of 
I960  by  a child  who  is  in  the  course  of  notification.  Also  vacamcios  have 
boon  created  at  the  Barnsle;'’  Occupation  Centre,  but  as  all  children  arc  at 
present  ca.tcrcd  for  I have  not  boon  ablo  to  utilise  the  places. 

The  most  pressing  need  now  is  for  adequate  adult  full-time  training 
facilitios  and  I have  put  foriJard  proposals  to  the  Host  Riding  County 
Council  for  adaptations  and  extensions  to  tho  existing  Centro  at  Hombx^oll, 
and  I am  given  to  undorstand  that  the  proposals  in  principal  have  been 
accepted.  I am  now  avjaiting  decisions  as  to  tho  suitability  of  building 
plots  and  the  general  extent  of  the  proposed  extensions.  I had  visualised 
an  adult  fenaJ-C  unit  covering  domestic  and  general  duties  training,  and  an 
adult  male  unit  covering  carpentry  and  more  general  forms  of  training.  At 
present,  there  are  44  females  and  27  males  who  could  be  adequately  catered 
for  by  tho  proposed  extensions,  although  out  of  this  figure,  38  females  and 
13  males  aro  at  present  in  attendance  at  Occupation  Centres  and  Group 
training  classes  or  by  visits  by  the  Hone  Teacher.  15  males  so  far  do  not 
participate  in  the  Training  Scheme  and  parents  have  not  been  pressed  on  the 
matter,  as  tho  majority  have  attended  school  up  to  the  ago  of  15  years,  and 
possibly  would  react  so  unfavourably  to  the  available  training  facilities, 
i.e.  rug-making,  basket  work,  stool-making,  knitting,  etc.,  that  they  would 
not  entertain  an  adult  centre  when  it  is  available. 


Group  Training 

Facilitios  for  training  adult  mentally  handicapped  who  ano  unable  to 
attend  Occupation  Centres  aro  provided  by  Group  Training  Classes  held  in 
various  parts  of  tho  Division,  or  in  case  of  physical  handicap  or  domestic 
cormiitments  by  heme  visits. 


There  aro  four  classes,  and  many  of  the  adult  mentallx’  handicapped 
attend  all  classes  and  aro  issued  vath  travel  vouchors.  Classes  arc  hold  in 
tho  following  districts:

During  the  year  2 males  and  21  females  attended  Group  training  classes 
and  a further  3 males  end  10  females  attended  spasmodically,  depending  on 
their  physical  condition  and  in  the  event  of  their  non-attendcjico  they  were 
visited  by  the  teacher  x^’ho  gave  home  tuition. 

Again,  thanks  arc  duo  to  the  Parents'  Association  who  during  the  year 
have  given  financial  aid  towards  a Pantomime  Trip,  a Day's  Outing  to 
rlablothorpe  and  half  a day's  outing  to  iiillhouses,  Sheffieli.

During  the  year  there  was  a tine  when  the  'Tonbwell  Occupation  Centre 
was  over  strength,  but  vjith  the  withdravjal  of  5 inentally  handicapped 
children  from  Division  22  the  nurabor  of  children  is  now  25.  Tho  folloxving 
table  shows  the  age  groups  attending:

On  the  withdrawal  of  tho  children  frail  Division  22  it  vjas  possible  to 
re-route  tho  special  bus  to  cater  for  tho  children  in  Wonbwoll,  which  has 
ensured  tho  attendance  of  those  ivho  did  not  attend  regularly  because  of 
physical  handicap  and  the  inclement  weather.  It  has  also  been  found 
possible  to  adjait  2 non-ajnbulant  nontally  handicapped  children  this  year, 
but  it  is  felt  that  the  Supervisor  and  her  staff  ivill  not  bo  able  to 
adequately  manage  further  physically  handicapped  until  such  time  as  the 
7cst  Riding  Dental  Department  vacate  the  two  ground  floor  rooms  which  arc 
at  present  at  their  disposal. 

A new  advent  at  tho  Centre  is  that  the  Rector  of  ’Tombwcll, 

Canan  Adkins  is  new  attending  the  Centro  weekly  to  give  non-denominational 
scripture  lessons  which  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  staff  and  enjoyed  by 
tho  children. 

Thanks  again  arc  due  to  the  Parents’  Association  who  have  provided 
the  Centre  with  a Cine  projector;  tho  Yombwell  Rotary  and  Inner  Vuieel  who 
organised  a five-day  ’Thitsuntide  holiday  for  13  of  the  mentally  handicapped 
at  Scarborough. 

Tho  staff  and  children  had  their  Annual  Day's  Outing  in  July  and  a 
successful  Open  Day  was  held  at  tho  end  of  July.  Instead  of  holding  a 
Nativity  Play,  tho  Children  and  Staff  gave  a musical  nhcrawncl  vercien  of  "Red 
Riding  Hood*'  and  a Carol  Sem/icc  at  the  Parish  Hall  and  150  parents  and 
friends  vjere  present . 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I have  to  report  that  Hiss  Thornton,  an 
Assistant  at  the  Centro,  has  been  accepted  on  tho  Course  for  Training  of 
Ilentally  Handicapped  run  by  the  National  Association  for  llental  Health 
held  at  Hrnch ester. 

As  a m-attcr  of  general  interest,  I set  out  on  tho  next  page  the 
disposal  of  all  mentally  handicapped  on  tho  Supervision  Register  for  tho 
whole  area. 

Accommodation 


During  the  past  year  9 cases  have  been  admitted  to  Hental 
Deficiency  Hospitals  for  short-stay  periods,  and  again  this  facility  was 
appreciated  by  the  parents  as  it  enabled  tho  family  to  have  holidays  which 
they  otherwise  would  not  have  been  able  to  manage. 

2 adult  feraalos  were  admitted  as  informal  patients  to  Hospital  duo  to 
the  death  of  parents,  and  one  boy  xvas  admitted  to  Hospital  on  a probation 
order  vjith  a condition  of  residence  in  a Hospital, 

18  patients  who  wore  in  Mental  Deficiency  Hospitals  under  order  have 
been  discharged  during  the  year  and  ro-adriiittod  on  an  informal  basis. 
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(FGmale  aged  over  16  years  is  at  present  receiving  raentsO.  hospital  treatment, 
she  previously  received  group  training.)
